Moscow—Soviet t roo JJS drove furiously today to shatter the spearhead of 
a Nazi w-edge on the Ixyurn front, TU miles south of Kharkov, and latest d is­ 
patches from the front lines declared a general advance was in progress. 
(Reuters news agency reported from Stockholm that Marshal Semyon 
I im oehenkos men had broken through th** flank of the German wedge, cutting 
off the .spearhead of th*- main Nazi thrust.) 
With the Nazi diversionary drive thus brought to an abrupt 
halt, th** 
principal Soviet advance regained momentum toward Hie pivotal Ck rain tan 
city of Kharkov. Russian troops were reported to have scored new advances 
in a number of places along the blood-drenched front. 
At one point in the Southern Ckraine, a Red cavalry unit penetrated 40 
miles behind the enemy lines to kill 2,100 Germans 
On the Kharkov front the Russians wert- moving behind solidly massed 
tank herds, of from 20 to 3o tanks.
